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FRAMED ACTIVIST CONVICTED 


On Wed. Nov. 21, 1984-, Ken Deyarmond, a well- 
known political activist and anarchist was sen¬ 
tenced to six months in prison for two convictions 
of assault police. These charges were part of the 
state's frame-up attack on him, in which he was 
acquitted of the most important and political 
charge, attempting an assault on an Internation¬ 
ally Protected Person - Margaret Thatcher. This 
pase started in Sept. 1933 at a political demo¬ 
nstration in Toronto when Ken was pushed in the 
direction of Thatcher by a plainclothes security 
man. (A witness who saw this man had earlier seen 
him ordering people off the red carpet.) What 
follows are some of the more interesting details 
of the trial, and the implications of his con¬ 
victions. 

First of all, here are some questionable points 
regarding the head juror of the case, and the jury 
selection process in general. It is not unreason¬ 
able nor improbable for a jury to be infiltrated 
with a police plant. Before the trial, about 100 
people are selected from voters lists to show up 
and be questioned for jury duty. In the selection 
process, the state is always alloted 48 set-asides. 
(48 chances to reject prospective jurors for what¬ 
ever reasons.) The defense is alloted only 4. Ken's 
lawyer, Diane Martin, had to argue with the judge 
to ’get it up to 12. Remember, this is a fair and 
domocratic system. The defense used up all 12, 
while the state used 32. 38 people in total went 
through the process. If there were a few plants 
placed in the group of 100, chances are that one 
would have made it to the jury. As well, the judge 
did not allow Diane Martin to question those peo¬ 
ple to see if they had any strong feelings about 
either demonstrating against political leaders, or 
nuclear weapons. I would think that these are im¬ 
portant questions to ask to get an unbiased juryl 

Throughout the trial one juror in particular 
was noticed and noted for his behaviour. This 30- 
ish-looking 'engineer' spent at least 30 ^ of his 
time looking and watching Ken’s supporters who 
were sitting in the courtroom. Why was he so in¬ 
terested in us? He appeared not to be listening to 
at least half of the evidence presented. Perhaps 
he wasn't concerned; perhaps he had his decisions 
already made.

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When a jury goes to deliberate, they have to 
choose among themselves a head juror. This person 
does the talking for the jury, and acts as a 
’chairman' (as opposed to a facilitator). You 
would probably find that these people are not am¬ 
ong the most timid or meek of the lot, but instead, 
of the more vocal and outspoken. This 30ish-engi- 
neer became the head juror. 

After he read out the acquitals and convictions, 
all the jurors were free to go, or to stay. The 
jury had their eyes to the floor as they filed in, 
and the same as they left, except for the head 
juror. He had more of an interest in the case, and 
stayed. At sentencing two days later, he came to 
court to watch. He sat beside the investigating 
officer for the case. They talked to eachother and 
with the prosecutor before the judge arrived. Was 
this just extremely poor judgement on the part of 
this juror? He must have felt some sort of an af¬ 
finity with the investigating officer and the 
prosecutor. 

After sentencing, we were filled with anger af¬ 
ter listening to a blatantly biased judge, and as 
the realization of a prison sentence sunk in. As 
these two people left the courtroom together, one 
supporter demanded to know who this person was. 

The police 'advised'this juror that he didn't have 
to answer the questions. To accusations of "plant", 
"police pig", and "stooly-pigeon", the juror left, 
with a smile on his face. 

The rest of the story goes as follows* Ken Dey- 
armond was pushed into an extremely large cop - 
Dusko Markovic. This cop is 6'2" and weighs 2801bs t 
compared to Ken's height of 5*2" and weight of 
i401bs. Markovic is the ’third mAn' on the police 
tug-of-war team. He also takes part in the High¬ 
land Games; in a sport where he throws the equiv¬ 
alent of telephone poles. These poles are 18 feet 
long, weigh 1501bs, and must flip in mid-air for 
the throw to be legit. Ken was convicted of ass¬ 
aulting this cop. Throughout the trial, Markovic 
maintained his story, even when he contradicted 
his own testimony from the prelimonary hearings, 
or when pictures and videos proved him wrong. 

The second cop that Ken was convicted of assault- 
ing, Gow, had come'to Markovic's 'assistance'. Ken 
was already choking in a bear-hug and head-lock when 
Gow was supposedly kicked in the knee, A third cop. 
Yen, who helped the first two, was also supposedly 
kicked, Ken was acquited of this latter charge. 

If the jury had convicted Ken of the threaten 
assault on Thatcher charge, they would have had to 
believe that Ken had 'intent* to commit this act. 

In fact, the jury even asked for a definition of the 
word 'intent', to which the judge replied thAt "what 
a person does? Is usually what he intends to do"?l 
(I guess if you fell in a hole, you intended to fall 
in a hole, right?) On acquiting him of this charge, 
this shows that they did not believe that he inten¬ 
ded to lunge at Thatcher. Did they then believe that 
he intended to attack a cop that was literally twice 
his size? Or was this a compromise between those 
jurors who believed he was guilty of both charges. 


and those who believed that ho was innocent of both 
charges? Clearly an acquital of the Thatcher charge 
would maintain that it was an unlawful arrest, which 
would allow Ken his right to struggle to be free. 
When the Judge charged the jury (gave them his in¬ 
terpretation of the law), he did not give them this 
information or the laws concerning unlawful arrest, 
despite Diane Martin's request for him to do this. 

The judge in his sentencing, surprised everyone 
by showing his blatant bias against Ken. He conjured 
up that Ken intended to kick Gow in the crotch. All 
evidence, including Gow's own testimony, has always 
maintained that he got kicked in the knee. At no 
time in the trial did the defense, the prosecutor, 
or any witnesses even suggest that he got kicked 
anywhere else. The judge also said that the cloths 
that Ken wore to the demonstration - army boots and 
jeans - indicated to him that Ken was there "dressed 
for action". How many of us wear these cloths in our 
everyday lives? With this statement and his senten¬ 
cing, the judge attacked every one of us who dares 
to speak out in legitamate dissent, or who dares to 
wear any thing other than a suit and tie. 

Ken had many letters of support from people, in¬ 
cluding his probation officer, welfare worker, a 
prospective employer, and a city politician among 
others, which were given to the court during pre¬ 
sentencing. These letters all asked for a no-prison 
sentence, and helped to stop the judge from giving 
any more than 6 months, and the prosecutor from 
recommending more than 12 months. The judge though 
did 'pad' his sentencing with comments directly 
supporting everything the prosecator said. They 
wanted to "set an example" to the courtroom of 25 
or so supporters, and stop "civil disobedience" (?) 
at all costs. I'm surprised the prosecutor didn't 
include stopping anarchy as well, like he did last 
year at Ken's bail hearing. He also wanted a period 
of probation during which Ken would be banned from 
attending political demonstrations. The judge did 
not grant this, but instead, "recommend strongly" 
against probation, which may or may not have an 
effect on an early release. 

Putting the sentence into perspective, 6 months 
is not very long compared to the the time the Van. 

5 or other political activists receive. Ken will be 
out after doing 2/3 of his 

time - 4 months (if not sooner). This isn't too bad 
you might think, except when you realize that the 
state has just won another battle, using one of 
their more effective tactics. What is important 
here, and what we should always understand, is that 
this case was a deliberate frame-up. There wasn't 
any action planned. Ken Deyarmond was at this demo¬ 
nstration for the same reason we all go to demon¬ 
strations - to legitamately express his right to 
protest. 

The implications of Ken Deyarmond's convictions 
are that more activists who are either in a demon¬ 
stration, or just on the street, can expect to be 
set-up or framed with assault police charges; espe¬ 
cially those with past criminal records like Ken, 
where convictions will come more easily. Even now. 



there is presently one more activist in Toronto who 
is awaiting trial on this charge, a punk* Assault 
police is a charge that is easy to get a conviction 
of because: a) you are not allowed a jury trial for 
this charge, even though juries are assumed to be 
fair and look at all the evidence without bias (ex¬ 
cept of course, when a cop lays an assault police 
chargel). Kon was allowed a jury because of the 
Thatcher charge, which was put together with the 
assault police charges. And b) judges tend to be 
pro-police, because to find the police guilty of 
wrong-doing is to attack the 'justice' system they 
are a part of* We should expect them to work hand- 
in-hand, especially when it cooes to politically 
motivated charges. 

These charges indicate that the state is stepping 
up its attack on political activists* This tactic is 
now being used more frequently, and it continues to 
use up much of our time, energy, and money on defe¬ 
nse work. They can just keep wearing us down by con¬ 
stantly laying these charges on us* All the time and 
energy spent on defense work could be used for so 
many other constructive projects. For example, in 
Ken’s situation, a bookshop was to have been opened 
since October, but no energy could be found to work 
on it* This incident isn't over yet either. 

An appeal of both the convictions and the sentence 
has been initiated, and it will be heard sometime in 
1985. Ken has been granted bail and is free pending 
the appeal. The legal-aid program will most likely 
not cover the appeal expenses (they covered all but 
around $1200 for the trial), so about $2000 will 2 
have to be raised by the defense committee. This is 
an appeal to you for funds.

Two Irish revolutionaries, Noel and Marie Murray, 
who are currently serving life imprisonment for al¬ 
legedly killing a cop whilst they were taking part 
in a bank robbery, are shortly to have their case 
for conjugal rights (the rights of married people) 
heard in the European Court, 

The Murray case made the headlines some years 
back when Noel and Marie and a third person were 
sent for trial in a no-.jury Dublin special court 
for the alleged murder of an off-duty cop who in¬ 
tervened in the course of the robbery. The three - 
all known political activists - were later picked 
up as suspects and taken for questioning. The third 
person never made it to the 'trial' because he had 
been so badly beaten up by the police they had to 
let him go, Noel was also badly beaten and it was 
under threat of torture on Noel that a 'confession' 

- later retracted - was forced out of Marie. The 
two were convicted and the death sentence imposed. 
But as a result of a massive world-wide campaign 
this was later commuted to life imprisonment. 

The two are now in the same prison - Limerick - 
and are allowed to occasionally see each other. For 
the past few years, however, Noel and Marie have 
fought constantly to get recognition of their con¬ 
jugal rights. They are aware that life imprisonment 
in Ireland for ^a political offence (the prosecution 
made certain that their anarchist convictions were 
central to the case against them) means just that 
and that nothing short of a revolution within Ire¬ 
land as a whole will ensure their early release. 
Furthermore, Marie has made a personal decision to 
have a child before she passes child-bearing age 
(she is in her mid-30s - hence the need to get the 
case heard with the utmost of urgency). 

If the conjugal rights case goes in their favor, 
then an important precedent will have been set af¬ 
fecting the rights of prisoners - especially women 
prisoners - in many countries. In Ireland a woman 
has no right to choose because of religious dogma, 
and in Irish jails (as in many others) a woman's 
rights are further eroded in that women like Marie 
are forced to a lifetime of childlessness. 

The case comes up in the New Year. The Murray's 
legal councillor, Sean McBride (ex-IRA Clef of 
Staff in a time when such a position was deemed 
respectable by the IXiblin authorities, and a Nobel 
Peace Prise winner), is providing his legal services 
for free. Nevertheless, there will still be legal 
fees amounting to more than ($10,000), 

In Ireland there is no free legal aid. Therefore 
the money has to be raised. Please do what you can 
to help. Noel and Marie need your help. Do this for 
themi raise money, publicize their case, and find 
out more about conjugal rights cases in other coun¬ 
tries so that their legal team can benefit from th¬ 
is information. If you know of any similar cases or 
of the legal situation in countries where conjugal 
rights are recognised, please check up the informa¬ 
tion and pass it on. 


HQW YOU CAN HELP 

You can help in a number of ways. The case is 
unique. There has never been a case like it in Irish 
history and there has never been a case so presented 
before to the European Court. The case deserves as 
much publicity as possible. The Murrays and their 
supporters havn't enough money to fulfill all the 
legal costa, never mind any publicity costs. You 
can help by publicising the case in your part of 
the world. Help produce your own publicity materi¬ 
al, Tell others about the case and form a Murrays 
Support Group. 

Contact prisoners groups, womens groups, etc. 

Make sure that there is not a political group that" 
is not aware of the case and what the consequences 
would be for prisoners elsewhere. 

Put pressure on Irish authorities and make them 
aware that support is growing. Write letters, organ¬ 
ize pickets of official buildings, or even occupa¬ 
tions. 

Help out in fundraising. Organize collections at 
your workplace or in your neighbourhood. Beg, borr¬ 
ow or steal.

In response, Keller told them that he 
would shut down completely if the Wobblies came in, 
but would guarantee them continued, uninterupted 
employment if they left the union. This is of cou¬ 
rse, an illegal act on the part of the management, 
but what's good enough for Litton Industries is good 
enough for Kellers. The I,W.W, is now involved in a 
strike at Keller's and, as is to be expected, the 
only arrest that has occured was of a striker who 
prevented an attack on a co-worker who was attacked 
with an iron pipe.

DRAFT RESISTER BACK IN COURT 

Pi*®"trial motions in draft resister Andy Mager's 
case were held at 2pm on November 5 th in Syracuse. 
Members and friends of Upstate Resistance, about 75 
in all, gathered outside at 1 pm, and sang songs and 
performed street theatre. The pre-trial hearing was 
the next step in the judicial process for Andy, who 
was indicted on August 29. There were two major is¬ 
sues to be addressed at the hearing. The first was 
whether Andy would be able to directly question 
prospective jurors during the jury selection pro¬ 
cess for the trial. The second was whether Andy wo¬ 
uld be able to speak about why he refused to regis¬ 
ter during the testimony at the trial. 

The judge ruled that he would not allow Andy to 
question the jurors. Andy may submit proposed que¬ 
stions to the judge who will then question the 


jurors. In the second matter, the government had 
asked the judge to prevent Andy from testifying ab¬ 
out his reasons for refusing to register by limit¬ 
ing Andy's testimony toi whether he was required to 
register, whether he registered, and whether he 
knew that he was required to register. The judge 
reserved judgement on the motion, although it app¬ 
eared that he didn't take it very seriously. 

Despite several attempts on Andy's part to sec¬ 
ure a date for the trial, the judge refused to set 
a date at this time. We expect the trial will take 
place in the second week of December. 

We hope to make Andy's trial a strong, communi¬ 
ty-building event. The government would like to 
isolate Andy, and to weaken the movement for peace 
and social justice. Our goal is to make it a cele¬ 
bration of resistance to war. 

We are encouraging people to come to the trial'? 
Housing will be set up for out-of-towners) please 
let us know in advance if you will be coming. The 
trial activities will begin with a candlelight vi¬ 
gil and walk in Syracuse the evening before the 
trial. Later, there will be a community gathering. 

The day of the trial there will be an all-day 
presence at the Federal Courthouse. We will gather 
before the trial, and then fill the courtroom dur¬ 
ing the trial. Remember to bring warm clothes-it's 
cold in December in Syracuse. Contact the Trial 
Support Group/Upstate Resistance, c/o American 
Friends Service Committee, 821 Euclid Ave, Syracuse 
New York, 13210. 

FREE GARY TYLERI 

On October 7. 197^, a mob of white youths and 
adults surrounded a school bus filled with Black 
students, in Destrehan, La., gelting the bus with 
bricks and bottles. Gary Tyler was on that bus. The 
Black students saw a white man in the mob with a 
shotgun pointed at the bus. As they ducked for co¬ 
ver, a shot rang out and, 13 year old Timothy Weber, 
a white student standing near the bus, fell dead. 

Thus began the frame-up of Gary Tyler. Today, 10 
years later, Gary Tyler remains a prisoner of the 
State of Louisiana, condemned to serve his life in 
prison for a crime which he did not commit. The 
courts have admitted that the trial was fundamenta¬ 
lly unfair, and that he was denied the presumption 
of innocence. He was tried before an all-white jury 
in a klan-inflamed atmosphere. The trial resulted 
in Gary being sentenced to die in the electric 
chair. That sentence has been set aside and instead, 
Gary is now sentenced to life. 

The only legal avenue open for Gary Tyler's free¬ 
dom is a pardon from the Governor of Louisiana. The 
Committee to Free Gary Tyler needs the support and 
assistance of all people who oppose this racist in¬ 
justice, and who value basic democratic rights. 
Gary's case is but one example of a legal system 
that systematically railroads young Black people 
into the prisons and death rows of the United Sta¬ 
tes. To strike a blow for freedom for Gary Tyler is 
to strike a blow for freedom for all oppressed peo¬ 
ple.

QUESTIONABLE COURT DECISION 


After reading the above article, I felt as if we have just been struck with another biovT ~ 
against us, again. initial reaction to this news was happiness, and I thought; "That's 
great I" Even greater I thought, was that the lawyer involved in this 'Writ of assistance* 
case is the same one that is working with Ken Deyarraond in his case. She is a very good 
lawyer, without a doubt, and has been involved with numerous cases involving *security' and 
police powers. 

Several hours after my first reading and reaction, I read it again. It suddenly hit me - 
another tactic of the state will be set in place against us, in our increasingly oppressive 
society. It's spelled out quite clearly in the third paragraph* "If Parliament wants to 
create special legislation allowing warrantless searches and seizures specifically in emer¬ 
gency situations, it is free to do so, the court added." For a short time now, a new control 
has been placed on the police, but inevitably, we can expect legislation to come into affect 
legalizing these warrantless searches and seizures. 

In fact, on Sept, 23, 19$*. the highest provincial law-maker Roy McMurtry (now doing well in 
the current leadership race of the ruling provincial Conservative Party), proposed a new law: 
the ’Powers of Entry Act*. This, they claim, will prevent abuse of current laws. It will also 
legalize certain activities, such as. using force with a search warrant, and providing entry 
into any place or thing without a warrant. They will be able to do this in an emergency sit¬ 
uation, if they figure that the break-in can’t be delayed by waiting for a warrant. 

So, in a sense, Diane Martin’s 'victory* in the courts will only serve to have this proposed 
legislation put through faster. As a side-note, under the many Ontario laws, there are cur¬ 
rently 1400 ways a 'public official' can have access to your home! 

This procedure of using government to legalize more oppressive laws, is a tactic that is 
being used more frequently and more openly. It is also sanctioned by all political parties; 
even those on the supposed-left, who have never been in power. In 1974, the 'Protection of 
Privacy Act' was created with the help of the New Democratic Party, Canada's 'leftwing' 
party, which held the balance of power for a short while back then. This Act has provided the 
framework for legalized polico wiretapping. The use of wiretaps has increased greatly since 
then. Of course, they claimed that it puts 'safeguards' on information stored. 















Also created was the 'Access to Information Act*. This has legalized the right of a person 
to obtain information that does not concern him/her. It has also limited the right of appeal 
to the courts. 

The Liberal Party, which has been in power for most of the last two decades or so, has doub¬ 
led the state's ultra-secret surveillance agency, the Communications Security Establishment 
(CSE). This is Canada's connection to the worldwide 'security' community. The CSS is account¬ 
able to no-one. The 'liberals' have also created the Canadian Security Intelligence Service 
(CSIS), Canada's new spy agency. The CSIS came about partly as a result of RCMP ’wrongdoings'; 
illegal activities involving mail openings, wiretappings, and other surreptitious activities. 
The solution, of course, was to legalize these actions through government. The CSIS essen¬ 
tially 'does it all' now. . 

When a technical error was found on Oct, 16, 1934, in this new controlling tactic, it was - 
quickly fixed so everything could proceed as planned. (See the Nov. Iss. of the AANN Bulletin 
page 4.) The CSIS was denied access to the RCMP computer system, the Canadian Police Infor¬ 
mation Centre (CPIC). They can't be classified as a police division as they are plainclothes 
only; 'civilian'. This does not permit them direct access to the CPIC according to rules set 
down by an advisory committee of police officials. The top federal law-maker, Soliciter- 
General Elmer MacKay, however, is in charge of both operations. He has simply said: "...That 
the CSIS has all the...access it wants or needs to the Mounties' CPIC data under arrangements 
worked out between the two agencies." 

Now obviously if the state has gone through all the trouble to legalize a surveillance net¬ 
work, we should expect them to see that it works as efficiently as possible. 

With an overwhelming majority Conservative Party in power, what we can expect is all too 
clear: more repressive actions. Why should we expect anything different? How can we expect 
t o make any meaningful gains through the use of the courts7 The courts will always act in the 

interest of the state. If ttyey don't, and it involves matters of 'security' or any issue 

involving the state’s power,' then the ruling party in government will create 'legal' changes 
to safeguard their powers; legislating themselves more power. 

An ideal opportunity for them to do this is when we have supposedly won a 'victory' in the 
courts. As well-intentioned as lawyers are, they too must come to realize that the fight for 
our causes cannot be fought in the courtroom. I'm not talking about cases like Ken Deyarmond's 
where he has no choice but to fight a police frame-up (attempting to assault M. Thatcher with 
three assault police charges), but instead, of the use of their system to change life; to 
become freer. We can't use their rules; freedom cannot be legislated. 

It might be almost impossible for us to do anything about their power, but certain activities 

have and should be started. A large-scale educational process should begin; people should . 

know exactly the different kinds of powers the state does have, and how they use them to 
control society. Once people learn and understand this, perhaps we would see a more anti¬ 
authoritarian analysis develop, with subsequent ideas for actions against their authority 
evolve. 

Some tactics that could be started in conjunction with the educational process, for the 
long-term gain, could be an infiltration of the police and surveillance systems. We should 
learn of their chain-of-command,and powers of control, and of their related information 
centres and functionaries. The elimination of key '.connections', and computer and techno¬ 
logical sabotage of the aforementioned, are also direct actions that could be pursued. 

Before we can even start educating the 'general public' though, we have to start with our¬ 
selves, and the people we associate with; those on the 'left'.

"I have never been involved in this 
sort of thing before, but I feel personal¬ 
ly moved by the camp,” Mr. Knox told 
reporters on Parliament Hill. 

The 56-year-oid insulation contractor, 
who gave Mr. Weisfeld $180, said he 
could not afford to totally finance the 
camp, but wanted to make a start. 

Mr. Weisfeld said, however, that the 


problem is a lack of people, not a lack 
of money. 

"If all the peace groups in Ottawa 
would take over the project, then it 
could work, but I can’t do it alone," hg 
said.

SABOTAGE OF REVENGE IN COPENHAGEN 
Backgroundi In Jan. 1983 the Copenhagen squat 
“Allotrla 11 was evacuated. The BZs (Danisn term for 
squatters) escaped in a tunnel under the very noses 
of 100U police officers prepared to i'ignt. Allotria 
was tne most well-known of a number of squats in 
tne area of Nprreoro in Copenhagen. After the evac¬ 
uation Allotria was demolished. 

Now the municipalities are building a great num¬ 
ber of identical concrete habitation-blocks in N^r- 
rebro in defiance of popular resistance to the 
project. 

A half-finished habitation-block situated on the 
site of Allotria has been twice exposed to sabotage 
as revenge to tne police raid and the policy of 
slum clearance. 

First sabotage : # At night on Thursday the 2jrd ox 
August about 1$ BZs broke into the half-finished 
block and smashed up doors, windows, and skirting- 
boards, broke open floors, crashed inside-walls 
and painted the BZ-symbol Leaving the place, 
the BZ group was discovered by a patrol car which 
they had to stone to get away. The damage was val¬ 
ued at more than $10,000. 

Second sabotage : Early Monday morning the 9th of 

Oct., police and fire-service arrived at the unpop¬ 
ular concrete block alarmed by a roof fire. But too 
late, the saboteurs had dispersed leaving a burned- 
out roof. Inside the building the police discovered 
extensive damages like: water-closets and drains 
filled with cement and several thousand tons of wa¬ 
ter in the basement caused by broken waterpipes. 

All together the damages this time were valued at 
several $100,000, 

POLICE GUNFIRE AND NEGOTIATION-COLLAPSE 

AT COPENHAGEN SQUAT 

A police-harassment at the Copenhagen squat 
"Ryesgade 58" Sept. 14th, escalated into gunfire. 

At night about 10 BZs had to run home pursued by 3 
baton-brandishing police officers; the police offi¬ 
cers felt they had been seriously insulted by one 
of the BZs, who had pronounced the German word 
"bullenschwein" (roughly - police pig) when the 3 
police officers entered a local pub. Waiting for 
all BZs from the pub to get home safely, a rein¬ 
forcement group from the squat was attacked by 2 
patrol cars in a backyard next to the squat. The 2 
cars were immediately bombarded by brick bats, and 
they had to back out again. Retreating to the squ¬ 
at, one of the BZs was caught by 2 police officers 
using police dogs. When a group of BZs attacked to 
release their friend, the police officers pulled 
their guns and one of them fired 2 shots to warn. 

So one got arrested, and he was also beaten up by 
the pigs and their dogs. 3 patrol cars and 2 
police officers were molested. 
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The episode took place only hours after a nego¬ 
tiation-collapse between the BZs and a municipal 
co-operative housing society for the youth (UNGBO). 
In August this year, UNGBO bought the squat at a 
forced sale. "There shall be a collaboration betwe¬ 
en all of you and UNGBO concerning the arrangement 
and organisation of the house," UNGBO said to the 
BZs in Ryesgade 58. The BZs accepted this; the al¬ 
ternative was, and still is, a police intervention 
to clear the house. Only weeks later the basis of 
the negotiations has changed drastically. What UNG¬ 
BO now ultimately claim is* 

-the BZs must unconditionally leave their house 
-UNGBO will then restore and organise it 
-and UNGBO will control who moves into the house 
again. 

These claims made the BZs cut off the negotia- 
tions for several reasons* 

-the BZs won't leave their house without a guar¬ 
antee that they can return 

-the BZs want to participate in the restoration 
(the squat has already been restored a lot by the 
BZs) 

-according to BZ-mentality, the people who live 
in the house are also the people who run and organ¬ 
ise it| what UNGBO claim is a management containing 
representatives from the municipality and UNGBO. 

-the claims made by UNGBO are ultimate and there 
fore no basis for real negotiations. 

This drastic change in the policy of UNGBO is 
caused by one or several consultations between the 
Social-Democratic major of Copenhagen, Egon Weide- 
kamp, and the manager of UNGBO, which is also a 
S-D organization. Egon Weidekamp is an old enemy 
of BZ in Copenhagen. 

What will happen now is probably that UNGBO r 
will make another forced sale to get rid of the 
house. If a private person or organization then 
buys the house, they will probably request a 
police intervention. 

The well-barricaded squat Ryesgade 58 has been „ 
squated for It years by 70 BZs. It contains 5 
collectives, workshops, common rooms, and an anti** 
NATO-zone. The heroic BZs will not evacuate 
voluntarily!_ _ _

OFFENDING THE POLICE 

In succession to discussions in and outside the 
police force, it has now become an offence (accord¬ 
ing to the penal code) to 'give the finger* to a 
oop. Certain members of the force have felt offen¬ 
ded to this kind of finger-language and tried to 
charge the ’sinners* with "disturbing the public 
order*. However, these cases had to be dropped as 
the prosecuting authorities considered the finger- 
sign to be negligible. But smart-heads at the Pub¬ 
lic Prosecutors office have made out that instead 
they may charge people with "persons, who with 
scorn, abuse, or other kinds of insulting speech, 
assaults anybody, who are obliged to act in pursu¬ 
ance of public service, are liable to penalty". Some 
people have already - in several cases - been sent¬ 
enced to fines of 300kr. So - take care of your mid¬ 
dle finger when going to Denmark! 

NATO BARBED-WIRE 

Obviously a heavy paranoia rules authorities in 
Horsens state prison. Exercises will be allowed on 
Saturday and Sunday in late afternoon only because 
of security reasons. Remote-controlled cameras and 
ultra-sound wave alarms have been installed. The nu¬ 
mber of prisoners have been reduced to 160 from 200, 
and more staff employed. 

But to ’effectively* obstruct escape, the author¬ 
ities have decided to set up NATO barbed-wire at the 
outer wall (a barbed-wire with small blades - made 
for war situations). A part of the wire is in fact 
already set up - despite massive protest from the 
prisoners and FIG, a prisoners interest group. 

FIG thinks that it is inhumane and that Horsens 
state prison looks more like a KZ-camp than a prison. 
Still, the authorities can close their ears to FIG, 
because they are not recognised as part of the nego¬ 
tiations. 

WOMEN*S PEACE CAMP 

Some women in Spring 84 found out that there was 
a NATO bunker in Ravnstrup, filled with the most 
modern electronic equipment. Because Denmark is a 
Nuclear-Free country, the women set up a peace camp, 
partly to publicize its (the bunkers) existence, 
and to protest against it. After several actions in 
Viborg, the camp and the women were taken away by 
police. A friendly neighbour let the camp stay on 
his field, where it still is. 

On August 25, more than 300 women gathered in the 
camp. They marched into a military territory, right 
above the bunker, which among other things will di¬ 
rect the missiles in N. Germany. A great number of 
women have violated military territory - to show that 
they don’t want an offensive Danish defence. 

The actions included bathing in the military lakes, 
graffiti-writing on the military oractise-towns, slo¬ 
gans on the target-discs, collection of herbs in the 
target area. Many got arrested without disturbing 
the work of the peace camp. 


On the 20th of Oct. there was another action. In 
the days before, people gathered, practising non¬ 
violence. 75 women arrived to rush down the military 
gate, but it was impossible due to many police. The 
action should be like a bible-tale, where the Jews 
overturned the walls of Jeriko. The women went 7 
times around the fencing, which was strengthened 
with new barbed-wire. They started silently, but on 
the 7th round they started to sing and hum - but 
the barbed-wire stood and held. The authorities 
thought that it would be a mighty demonstration - 
more than 50 police and military with 5 big police 
buses, were at the gate. 

During the summer, the women had succeeded in en¬ 
tering the area, and planted their banner on the 
walls and on the bunkers (they digged down under the 
barbed-wire). Some of the women will stay all winter 
at the peace camp.

LESBIAN AND GAY PUBLICATIONS SEIZED ~~ 

History books are obscene - and that's official!” 
Not just history books either; books on health, poe- 
try, drama, literature, books for young people, and 
on the politics of sexuality are being called obsc¬ 
ene as well. Not all books on these subjects of 
course, just the ones that apply to lesbian and gay 
people. 

This bizarre state of affairs arises from a ser¬ 
ies of raids and other actions by Customs and Exc¬ 
ise throughout the summer, which are continuing 
still. On April 10, Gays the Word, London's gay 
community bookshop was visited by a team of Customs 
officers equipped with a ’Writ of Assistance’, giv¬ 
ing them general powers to entre and search the 
premises for 'obscene' material. Three of the shop's 
directors also receded visits from these worthies. 

In one case, the officers were dismayed to find that 
the man In question is a serious book collector and 
has a collection numbering literally in the thou¬ 
sands. A large amount of stock, valued at more than 
$20,000 has been seized in this and subsequent act¬ 
ions, which even if destroyed will still have to be 
payed for, with serious implications for the shop. 

A seizure notice issued on June 6, makes it clear 
Sl K 00 ***? ginning of the year. Customs and 
Excise have simply been refusing clearance to any 
consignments of books destined for G.t.W. Further, 
on April 10, much paperwork vital to the running of 
the bookshop was also taken, as well as personal 
possessions of the staff and directors. 

All this has taken place under the terms of the 
Customs Consolidation Act of I 876 , which prohibits 
and restricts the importation of "indecent or ob- I 
scene prints, drawings, paintings, photographs, 
books, cards, lithographic or other engravings, or 
any other Indecent or obscene articles."j without 
anywhere giving anything that approaches a defini- 








tion of 'indecent* or * obscene*. In the current 
case, this Act is being used to include such plain 
indecency as The Book of the City of Ladies - a 
15 th century devotional allegory by Christine de 
Pisan, and an example of recovered feminist writ¬ 
ing ; Witches Heal - a book of feminist herbal med¬ 
icine; The Nazi Extermination of Homosexuals - an 
entirely legitimate history; poetry by Allen Gins¬ 
berg, Marge Piercy and others; novels by Djuna 
Barnes, Jean Genet and Gore Vidal, as well as Babs- 
Cartland for gay men by Patricia Nell Warren and 
Gordon Msrrick. 

The range and variety of books seized undermines 
any possible argument that these books are porno¬ 
graphic. This is outright harassment, pure and sim¬ 
ple. Customs and Excise have been remarkably eager 
to deny this charge, and have even gone to the 
length of preparing a circular letter to that ef¬ 
fect. This is all very well, but,the seizures of 
imports of gay books bound for Lavender Menace, 
the Edinburgh Lesbian and Gay Bookshop, the Essen¬ 
tially Gay mail-order book company (which has been 
put out of business by the seizures), and the Bal- 
ham Book and Food Co-op, begin to look like rather 
strained coincidences. 

As the vast majority of material seized is not 
overtly sexual, and that which is, is on the same 
general level as Forum, it begins to seem that the 
only possible justification for declaring this mat¬ 
erial to be indecent is that it openly and positi¬ 
vely deals with non-heterosexual, non-nuclear fam¬ 
ily ways of living and being. This is in accor¬ 
dance with the position elsewhere in British law, 
that to be lesbian or gay is to be inherently in¬ 
decent and potentially criminal by nature, and that 
this taints any material concerning those subjects 
that does not condemn them. This has serious impli¬ 
cations for radicals generally - if you don’t con¬ 
form to an increasingly strict and arbitrary set of 
criteria, then you are not decent and fair game for 
persecution. It is another symptom of the tendency 
to police people rather than crime.

WAR AGAINST WAR 

In Belgium, a group calling itself "Cellules 
Communist Combatants" have set off about 10 bombs 
so far this month. The bombs have been aimed at 
property, not people, and have damaged the offices 
of both Right and Left political parties. Also hit 
have been the Multinationals supplying arras to 
NATO, including Honeywell, MAN, and Litton. 

ANARCHY IN HUNGARY 

The members of the band "Common Punk Group" have 
been accused of incitement against the state with 
their "nihilist" lyrics and extremist "outer form 
of appearance", and have been imprisoned. Zoltan 
Benko, Bela Haska and Zoltan Nagy got 2 years each. 
Their songs include the sentiments:- "We want Anar¬ 
chy" and "Soviet nukes are nukes too". 


BOMB-BOOM 

On April 22 a 400,000 volt high tension cable 
was blown up in the area around Paris. The wire 
carried current from a nuclear plant. A group that 
calls itself "Boom Boom" has claimed the action 
under the slogan "Nuclear power isn’t progress - 
Nuclear power is shit." 

PRIVATE PRISONS PLANNED 

According to a 'Justice Policy' report from the 
Adam Smith Institute, private companies should 
build and operate private prisons. The report 
notes; "Both security firms and hotel operations 
are commonplace in the private sector; it may be an 
over-simplification, but a prison, borstal, or de¬ 
tention centre involves little more than a combina¬ 
tion of these two talents." The report also calls, 
for more home-based punishment, using curfews or an 
electronic bracelet, which sends signals to a cen¬ 
tral monitoring unit if the wearer takes it off or 
moves more than 200 yards from 'home*. (This method 
is now being used in New Mexico.) A private secur¬ 
ity firm in Pennsylvania is awaiting legislation 
which would allow it to go ahead with the first 
Americ an private prison. _ _ _

Computer whiz learns 
of U.S. notary plans' 

LOS ANGELES (UHI) — Aifalfegcd compel- 
cr “hicker" who is apparently under KBl 
Investigation claims he has gained eccesa to a 
defence department computer network about 
100 times — once learning military plans4o 
monitor earthquakes in communist countries. 

Hacking is the method of gaining unauthoh- 
ized access to computerized information banks 
by using telephone hookups on terminals.' 

Steven Rhoades, 20, of Pasadena, Callti 'i 
suspect in a separate investigation by ^dis¬ 
trict attorney's office for allegedly accessing 
Pacific Bell Telephone Co. computers, said yes¬ 
terday it was difficult to stop “because it’s so 
simple. 

“It’s like walking down a street and finding"a 
$5 bill,” Rhoades told UPI in a telephone inter¬ 
view. “Do you keep it or do you give it back?" ' 

In the interview, Rhoades admitted illegally 
accessing the Advanced Research Projects Ag¬ 
ency Network, an international computer pet- 
work known as ARPANET that links research 
organizations under contract to the defence 
department. S h ^'.r. 

Rhoades said he accessed ARPANET: about 
100 times over a one-year period ending about 
six months ago.

HAMBURG (UPI) — West Ger¬ 
man computer “hackers" trnns-. 
ferred the equivalent of $45,378 
from a bank to their club’s ac¬ 
count to call‘attention to program¬ 
ming flaws in the new postalserv-

yesterday. 

. Henning Schapper, the official 
In charge of data security, con¬ 
firmed the money was transferred 
during the weekend from the 
Hamburg Sparkasse bank to the 
Chaos Computer Club’s account. 

The club’s members used the on¬ 
line computer retrieval system 
made available by the postal serv¬ 
ice to customers equipped with a 
special hookup for their telephones 
and television sets, Schapper said. 

Club members said they made 
no claim to the ill-gotten money 
and performed tne electronic 
transfer simply to prove the the 
new system has security flaws.

NUUK (Rculep ^rfcreenwnd’, 
parliament has declared the 
world’s largest Island a nuclear 
free zone — even though Den¬ 
mark controls defence policy in 
tills semi-independent country.

position for the Western alliance 
because of its proximity to the 
(SovietUnion.
